I’r -ait ut Roosevelt said today 
that ’specific and precise” plans 
have been made for great, new 
blows at 
Germany and Japan, 
including 
"definite

where.” 
In a v.ni review sent to Con­ 
gress. 
the 
commander-in-chief 
said Hitler has lift “vulnerable 
spots in the wall of the so-called 
fortress—which we shall 
point 
out to him in due time." 
But the blunt fact is, lie said. 
that we are a long way from vic­ 
tory rn any major theater of the 
war, and there can be no let 
dew n any where. 
‘•We face in the Orb nt a long 
and difficult fight." he warned. 
We m ust be prepared for heavy 
losses in winning that fight. The 
power of Japan will not collapse 
until it has been literally pound­ 
ed into Hie dust It would be the 
utmost folly for us to try to pre­ 
tend otherwise.” 
In 
discussing 
the 
European 
phase of tile conflict, Mr. Roose­ 
velt gave a possible hint that the 
Balkans may be the scene of one 
new thrust—and that in the im­ 
mediate future. Reporting "defi­ 
nite information” of unrest and 
a growing desire for peace in Ru­ 
mania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria, 
as well as Finland in northern 
Europe, he said: 
We hope that in these nations 
the spirit of revolt against Nazi 
dominance which commenced in 
Italy' will burst into flame and 
become a consuming fire.” 
Perhaps, significantly, he did 
not urge the people of those na­ 
tions to delay any longer the 
hour of their revolution. 
His 6,000-word 
review 
fitted 
all the pieces of current war de­ 
velopments into a single pattern 
of global strategy and he spoke 
confidently of victory even as he 
warned that it is yet still distant. 
Nonetheless, he said. the time 
is here to begin 
planning 
and 
even legislating for the dem obil­ 
izing of the armed forces to pro­ 
vide their millions of members 
I w ith greater economic protection 
and 
educational 
opportunities 
and he spoke, too, of the neces­ 
sity of seeking now to establish 
"fair 
international 
relationships 
. . . on a perm anent basis.” 
ll*’ said it was certain that the 
campaign in North Africa, Sicily 
j and Italy, plus the engaging of 
large numbers of German planes 
I in th*' skies over western Europe, 
"have given important help to 
the Russian armies along their 
advancing I rent from Leningrad 
to the Black Sea.” 
“We know, too,” he said, "that 
we are contributing to that ad­ 
vance by making Germany keep 
many divisions in the Balkans, 
in southern France and along the 
English Channel. I like to think 
these these words constitute an 
understatem ent.” 
He gave a four-point sum m a­ 
tion of the war in telling Con­ 
gress that "we are still a long, 
long way from ultimate victory 
in any major theater of the war.” 
These were his points: 
I 
First, ‘ despite substantial v ic­ 
tories in the M editerranean, "we 
face a hard, and costly fight up

Mentally Unfit Create Serious Army Problem

M y friend has kept very care­ 
ful and meticulous records and 
case histories on these students, 
some of which cover a period in 
the student’s life of three or four 
years. About a year ago he bun­ 
dled up about a thousand of them 
and took tnem down to W ashing­ 
ton and explained to the authori­ 
ty*' why these men would be no 
go *d to the fighting forces, but 
only pure trouble, and should be 
rejected for service. 
He was proved right sn so many 
instances that had already been 
tr.ed out that he was asked to 
aubmit his whole list and h;§ rec­ 
ommendation! are laving the tax­ 
payers thousands, perhaps m il­ 
lion!, of dollars. That ought to 
rate h:m a vote of thanks alone 
when nobody else is even consid­ 
er.ng saving the taxpayer any 
money. 


Mental Breakdowns in Service

It must be remembered that in 
ordinary peaceful civil life nine­ 
teens of the work of the world 
;s done by people of whom little 
or no responsibility and no heavy 
or varied mental capacity is re­ 
quired. As long as life goes on in 
an even tenor they are all right. 
But let some eruption in their 
lives 
occur— a 
fam ily 
conflict, 
Anam .a1 trouble, going away to 
school, m arriage— and a certain 
proportion of them go to pieces.
